JOINT FILING 
IS EXPLAINED 


“If you haven’t flied your Income 
tax return for the past year you had 
better do so before midnight March 
15, which happens to be Friday of 
this week!" 
This Is the warning of Uncle Sam 
to nil those persons who come under 
the 
provisions 
of 
this 
measure 
which calls for the filing of incomes 
so that Uncle Sam can collect his 
tax on incomes, 
Taxpayers who fall to file their 
returns are subject to a 
fine 
of 
$10,000 or 
imprisonment 
for

more than one year 
or both,

gether with the costs of prosecu­ 
tion and in 
addition twenty-five 
JMT cent of the amount of the tux 
Because of the 
many 
inquiries 
relative to the filing of a joint re­ 
turn by a husband und wife the fol­ 
lowing statement has been issued 
by the 
commissioner

revenue: 
“A statement in an income tax 
return to 
the effect that the

joint return does not 
necessarily constitute it a joint re­ 
turn. 
In order for a joint return, 
properly classified as such, to be 
filed by a 
husband and wife, both 
spouses must have had some income 
cr deductions in the year for which 
the return Is tiled and the return 
must include the income and deduc­ 
tions of both spouses 
Also, 
the 
husband and wife must have been 
living together in that year 
Joint Exemptions 
' Where a husband and wife are 
living together either 
s j jo u m * may 
make a return and claim the total 
joint persona] exemption of $2,500. 
regardless of the fact that the other 
spouse had no income or deductions, 
"A statement on a return to the 
£ effect that the return is a joint re- 
’ turn raises the

gtxxi they have left behind .them. What, a spur to effort in the deeds and 
liarvests of others! 
T h at lovely little book by Robert Herrick, "The M aster of the In n ”— 
what a sower of beauty and kindliness and real greatness th a t was the 
central figure in th at story—the Master. 
How he revealed the secret to 
those who came to his place and sent them back into the world recreated! 
This, to my notion, is a small book which will outlive till the m any ex­ 
cellent books Herrick ever wrote. 
I have had people tell me tim e and again how some book, or some 
person, had changed the entire course of their lives. 
Hate, sown by nations, is sure to bring forth a harvest of war and its 
cruel afterm ath of destruction, tears and despair. 
It thrilled me the other day to listen to a speech in New York by 
Prime Minister Bennett, of Canada, as he spoke for a better understand­ 
ing between his nation and the United States, as well as w ith all other 
nations. He pleaded for tolerance, understanding, generosity and co-op­ 
eration. 
It is impossible to estim ate the good or harm done by words. 
How 
t« rrible the tragedy in Shakespeare’s "Othello”—all because of the poison 
in words, sown all about th at Moor. 
He who tills the soil m ust think deeply upon life every day th a t he 
lives. 
I can understand why it is th at so m any great men and women 
have influenced the world because of their love of tho earth —its produc­ 
tiveness and its fruitfulness. They ha va sown and seen things grow, and 
then passed the results of their labor tq others for their growth and in­ 
creased understanding. 
All th at we are today is the product of w hat we have sown during the 
yesterdays. But what of tomorrow?
